A  FEW  HINTS  ON  CARING  FOR  CACTUS 


Be  sure  and  do  not  water  too  much.  About  every  ten  days  is  often  enough;  also  give  good  drainage,  as  much 
sunshine  as  possible.  Cactus  seem  to  grow  in  many  different  kinds  of  soil.  Sandy  loam  is  good;  do  not  use  manure.
